The feature of the occasion wbAehi 
seeined most impressive, was the re- 
peating,' of the Lord's prayer .by this 
immense audience and roe singing or 
America. 
These two things, seemed 
to emphasize • the unity of 
religious 


faith and to merge them into the one 
thought of the needs of our country 
at this time. 
"Johoval has done great things, lor 
us, for which we are glad'," was tlje 
text taken by Prof. J. N. Kilhdahl of 
St. Paul, Minn., who delivered the 
masterly^ sermon -of 
the day. The 
greatest thing which 
Jehovah 
has 


done on earth, said the speaker, was 
the Reformation. It had had -the 
greatest influence on all departments 
of the civilized world, and had done 
more to shape civilization tlmn any 
other one event in the world's history, 
said Mr. Kilhdahl. 
" . - 
,."' 
' 
He went on to show the false doc- 
trines and dangerous practices which 
had grown 'up so quietly in the affairs 
of the church. Instead of the way of 
salvation being: found through Jesus, 
Christ, there came to be a system of 
absolution of sin by'penances and' the 
sale of indulgences. How- this came 
to pass was attributed by the speak- 
er to the absence of'the 'bible from the 
church services. 
He said that Martin Luther was a 
grown man before he ever saw .a copy 
of the bible. That many consecrated 
priests, and even those .teaching m 
theological schools. Had never seen 
the bible. What they were teaching 
and practicing was the vieivs of oth- 
ers rather than the pure religion of i 
Christ. 
And it remaind for a poor, 


obscure monk, of 
Erfurt, said the 
speaker, to realize these abuses ot 
the church and -become the .humble 
instrument of Jehovah in working out 
the Reformation. 
He then went on to give some facts 


in the life of Luther. 
How from a. 
young student of the law_.he felt im- 
pelled to enter a convent- to find 
psace. 
How it was through the an- 


guisli of heart and soul, that he came 
to know the vital things of life,. . 
fFirst) He came to know how im- 


possible it is to earn the favor of Gad. 
(Second) That all things are ready 
and waiting for men to come to Christ. 
(Third) that all things Jesus procured 
for the world, are free tp,all. (Fourth) 
.Justified by faith, we have peace with 


°Prof. Kilhdahl gave facts in the life 


of Luther while' he was a pastor of . 
the little church at Wittenburg, and 
teacher in the university. 
At that 
time the papnl authorities at Rome 
were building the magnificent church 
of St Peter and it was necessary to , 
raise large sums of money, and one of | 
these was, the 
sale of indulgences 
through'-'Germany. . Then 'Luther be- 
came so convinced of this wrongful 
abuse o£ power that he published his 
views in the ninety-five thesis which 
he nailed on the door of the church.- 
' The text of the same thesis, the 
speaker, said, had been cast into the 
metal doors, -which 
now adorn the 
church. 
He closed his • address toy 
laying that although we have many 
things to be grateful for in this sea- 
son of rejoicing, yet the greatest thing 
was that the word of God was given 
back to the church by the Reforma- 
tion, and th doctrine of free-grace and 
being saved by faith was brought back 
to the world.
